On the afternoon of Decoration Day she 
stepped off a transit company’s car at Ninih 
street and Allen avenue, when she was at- 
tacked by a crowd of several hundred men, 
waren and children. 

She was knocked down, beaten and her 
clothing was torn from her. She sought 
refiige tn a°number_of houses, but admis- 
sion wds denied her, anid she was ejected 
from one store that she entered.

The statutes fix the punish- 
ment on a conviction of assault and battery 
at a fine of $100 and six months in the work- 
house as the maximum But these girls 
not being of age, it was within Judge 
Clark’s power to send them to the’ reform 
school to serve until they reach the age 
of 18 years. ;

MANDAMUS AGAINST TRANSIT COMPANY DENIED. 
(Judge Talty ruled there was an irregularity in John J. McCann's pleadings.) 
The application of John J. McCann for a writ of mandamus commanding the 
St. Louis Transit Co. to operate its cars according to the requirements of the va- 
rious ordinances made for their regulation, was denied Friday by Judge John A. 


Talty. 


The court's decision was based on an irregularity in the pleadings, and the 
merits of the causé were not considered in arriving at thé determination. Judge 


Talty’s opinion follows: 


“Well-known rules of pleading, we think, compel the court to sustain the 


demurrer to the amended petition filed herein. 


Besides, it would seem that the 


cause of action has been changed from the legal one for mandamus in the original 
petition, to the equitable one for mandatory injunction. 

“We might further add that, commendable though relator’s efforts be to relieve 
the existing intolerable condition of affairs with reference to defendant operating 
its cars, and which undoubtedly should be relieved at once, other forms of action 
and procedure, needless to mention here, in our opinion is the proper remedy.”

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CENSUS NOT HALF TAKEN’ 


Supervisor Higgins Says the Count 
Will Be Finished Within the 
Allotted Time. 


Only half of the time alloted for taking 
the census expired at noon Friday, but the 
census is not half taken, says Supervisor 
Higgins. 

This is because his instructions to his men 
were to “make haste slowly” at the start, 
and the first two days, Friday and Satur- 
day of last week, few names were taken. 

Some of the enumerators, he says, made 

only 53O records in the 10 hours allowed. 
Now, the same workers are taking 150 to 
175 names in the eame time. Hence, he 
declares, there will be no trouble about 
finishing on time. 
The one difficulty with which the census 
office has most to contend is the taking of 
the count at houses where the families are 
away. Heretofore this has been omitted; 
when a family was not within reach, it 
was passed, and not worried about. This 
time, however, a family is pursued by cards 
wherever it may be, and is chased all over 
the world, if necessary, in order that it may 
be counted.
